Britain's David Cameron becomes PM; 
Brown out 


LONDON, England (AP) - 
Conservative leader David 
Cameron became Britain’s 
youngest prime minister in al¬ 
most 200 years yesterday after 
Gordon Brown stepped down 
and ended 13 years of Labour 
government. 

Cameron said he aims to 
form a full coalition govern¬ 
ment with the third-place Lib¬ 
eral Democrats after his 
Conservative Party won the 
most seats but did not get a 
majority in Britain national 


election last week. 

The 43-year-old leader said 
it would be ’’hard and difficult 
work" to govern as a coalition 
but added that Britain had se¬ 
rious economic issues to 
tackle. Cameron visited Buck¬ 
ingham Palace and was asked 
to form a government by 
Queen Elizabeth II less than an 
hour after Brown tendered his 
resignation to the monarch. 

Cameron and Liberal De¬ 
mocrat leader Nick Clegg’s 
pact would be the first coali¬ 


tion government since World 
War II. 

Arriving at London’s 
Downing Street hand in hand 
with his wife Samantha, 
Cameron said he believed that 
Britain’s "best days lie ahead." 

Hundreds of onlookers, 
many of them booing, crowded 
the gates of Downing Street to 
watch on, as Cameron swept 
into his new home less than 90 
minutes after an emotional 
Brown had made a farewell 
address.

Oil spill testimony to Congress: Violent tornadoes tear 
Not our fault through Okla., killing 5 


WASHINGTON (AP) - BP 
PLC told Congress yesterday 
its massive Gulf oil spill was 
caused by the failure of a key 
safety device made by another 
company. 

In turn, that company said 
BP was in charge, and that a 
third company that poured con¬ 
crete to plug the exploratory 
well didn’t do it right. The third 
company, which was plugging 
the well in anticipation of fu¬ 
ture production, says it was 
only following BP's plan. 

The blame game shot into 
the open yesterday as the Se¬ 
nate began a hearing into the 
oil spill that has been contam¬ 
inating water in the Gulf of 
Mexico for three weeks and 
threatens sensitive marshes 
and marine life from Louisiana 
to Florida. 

Executives of the three 
companies, testifying before 


the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, aknow- 
ledged investigators have yet 
to pinpoint definitively the 
cause of the well explosion 
April 20 or why the oil was not 
contained, but they spent little 
time before trying to shift re¬ 
sponsibility for the environ¬ 
mental crisis to each other. 

In opening the hearing, Sen. 
Jeff Bingaman, the commit¬ 
tee's chairman, said the failures 
that led to explosion and spill 
need to be closely examined so 
new safety measures can be 
imposed. 

On Ship Island, Missis¬ 
sippi, Federal wildlife officials 
are treating the deaths of six 
dolphins on the Gulf Coast as 
oil-related even though other 
factors may be to blame. 

Blair Mase (MACE') of the 
National Marine Fisheries 
Service said yesterday that the 


carcasses have all been found 
in Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama since May 2. Sam¬ 
ples have been sent for testing 
to see whether a massive oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico 
helped kill the dolphins. 

Mase and animal rescue co¬ 
ordinator Michele Kelley in 
Louisiana said none of the car¬ 
casses has obvious signs of oil. 
Mase also said it's common for 
dead dolphins to wash up this 
time of year when they are in 
shallow waters to calve. 

Spill threatens Mexico 
turtles, other species 

Meanwhile, Mexico is 
weighing legal action against 
BP PLC over the massive Gulf 
oil spill that threatens to harm 
turtles and other wildlife 
migrating between the waters 
of the U.S. and Mexico. 

The black stain has not 
reached Mexico's coast and is 
not expected to do so, Environ¬ 
mental Secretary Juan Rafael 
Elvira Quesada said yesterday. 

But the agency is nonethe¬ 
less closely monitoring the dis¬ 
aster's impact on various 
species in Mexico. Tiny Lora 
turtles, for example, which lay 
their eggs and nest on the Gulf 
coast beaches of Tamaulipas 
and Veracruz, spend part of 
their year off the coast of 
Louisiana, he said. BP must be 
held responsible, and his staff 
is researching international en¬ 
vironmental law to see what 
actions it might take. 

Environmentalists say they 
have grave concerns that Mex¬ 
ico will suffer from the slick. 

"Although the spill has not 
reached the Mexican coast, en¬ 
vironment has no borders. 
Contamination of ecosystems 
such as wetlands, which pro¬ 
vide environmental services 
for the entire population, af¬ 
fects us all," said Angelica 
Simon of Greenpeace Mexico. 


SEMINOLE, Oklahoma (AP) 
- Families picked through bro¬ 
ken furniture and dented appli¬ 
ances outside their toppled 
homes yesterday as garbage 
trucks scooped up soaking 
mattresses and other debris left 
over from violent storms that 
tore through the southern 
Plains, killing five people and 
injuring dozens. 

Several tornadoes were re¬ 
ported in Oklahoma and 
Kansas as Monday's storms 
moved through the area, dump¬ 
ing hail as big as softballs, 
splintering homes and downing 
hundreds of power lines. 

Oklahoma City Deputy Fire 
Chief Cecil Clay refused to 
rule out the possibility of find¬ 
ing more dead but said condi¬ 
tions were tough for rescue 
workers yesterday. 

"We have heavy fog and 
power lines down making it 
difficult to see all the hazards 
out there," he said. 

The line of storms swept 
through Kansas and into Okla¬ 
homa Monday evening, level¬ 
ing houses and flipping cars. 


Forecasters using advanced 
technology, fueled by super¬ 
computers crunching atmos¬ 
pheric data, began predicting 
the severe weather last week. 

Two people were killed in 
Oklahoma City — including a 
young boy hit by debris in his 
home and a man whose recre¬ 
ational vehicle flipped over on 
top of him — and three in 
Cleveland County, south of the 
city, officials said. At least 58 
others were injured — two of 
them critically. 

Yesterday, uprooted trees 
lay cracked in half, and the 
faint smell of cedar drifted 
through the air. Utility poles 
were down, lining parts of 
Oklahoma 99, and pickup 
trucks carted away damaged 
mattresses and other items. 

Authorities urged residents 
to stay off the roads in affected 
areas to allow rescue workers 
to search for survivors among 
the wreckage of their homes. 
They said they didn't immedi¬ 
ately know of anyone who was 
unaccounted for.

Drifting satellite threatens Romar Trading is the proud sponsors 
US cable programming 0 f Latin Warriors. 



LONDON, ENGLAND (AP) 
- A TV communications satel¬ 
lite is drifting out of control 
thousands of miles above the 
Earth, threatening to wander 
into another satellite's orbit and 
interfere with cable program¬ 
ming across the United States, 
the satellites' owners said yes¬ 
terday. 

Communications company 
Intelsat said it lost control of 
the Galaxy 15 satellite on April 
8, possibly because the satel¬ 
lite's systems were knocked 
out by a solar storm. Intelsat 
cannot remotely steer the satel¬ 
lite to remain in its orbit, so 
Galaxy 15 is creeping toward 
the adjacent path of another 
TV communications satellite 
that serves U.S. cable compa¬ 
nies. 

Galaxy 15 continues to re¬ 
ceive and transmit satellite sig¬ 
nals, and they will probably 
interfere with the second satel¬ 


lite, known as AMC 11, if 
Galaxy 15 drifts into its orbit 
as expected around May 23, 
according to AMC ll's owner, 
SES World Skies. 

AMC 11 receives digital 
programming from cable tele¬ 
vision channels and transmits 
it to all U.S. cable networks 
from its orbit 22,000 miles 
(36,000 kilometers) above the 
equator, SES World Skies said. 
It operates on the same fre¬ 
quencies as Galaxy 15. 

"That fact means that there 
is likely to be some kind of in¬ 
terference," SES World Skies 
spokesman Yves Feltes told 
The Associated Press. "Our 
aim is to bring any interference 
down to zero." 

He would not name any of 
the cable television channels or 
providers that could be af¬ 
fected or say how long the in¬ 
terference could last.

Not all bees toil in wax bee¬ 
hives - some live in the lap of 
luxury, building nests lined 
with colorful flower petals, a 
new study finds. 

The Middle Eastern bee in 
question, Osmia avoseta, is a 
solitary species, as nearly 75 
percent of the some 20,000 
bee species are, meaning that 
each individual bee lives by 
itself. 

In nests that are 0.5 to 2 
inches (1.5 to 5 centimeters) 
beneath the ground, the fe¬ 
males of this species line the 
one or two chambers of each 
nest with overlapping pink, 
yellow, blue and purple 
petals, starting from the bot¬ 
tom. 

The female then plasters a 
layer of claylike mud onto 
the petals just a half-millime- 
ter wide - less than half the 
thickness of a dime - and fin¬ 
ishes the lining with another 
layer of petals, essentially 
creating a petal sandwich. 

The bees then deposit a 
sticky, nutritious mix of nec¬ 
tar and pollen on the chamber 
floor, lay an egg, and seal the 
chamber up by carefully fold¬ 
ing the petals at the top and 
plugging it with mud. This 
nursery then hardens, like the 
shell of a nut, to protect the 
insides against predators. As 
such, the offspring remain 
safe after they hatch, devour 
their rations, spin cocoons 
and fall into a 10-month sleep 
within their plush digs until 
they emerge mature in the 


spring. 

"Unfortunately, her larvae 
never enjoy the brilliant col¬ 
ors of the nest's walls because 
they have no eyes," said re¬ 
searcher Jerome Rozen, cura¬ 
tor in the division of 
invertebrate zoology at the 
American Museum of Natu¬ 
ral History in New York. 
"And, anyhow, they would 
need a flashlight." 

These petal sandwiches 
likely help keep water both in 
and out of the nests. By keep¬ 
ing humid air in, the food the 
mother leaves behind re¬ 
mains moist and soft enough 
to eat. By shutting water out, 
the nests don’t get flooded 
during storms and could even 
float like bubbles if they got 
washed out from the ground. 

"The architecture of the 
way these whole things are 
constructed is quite remark¬ 
able," Rozen told Live- 
Science. 

In a rare coincidence, as 
Rozen and colleagues made 
their discovery while work¬ 
ing near Turkey's Antalya 
province, another group of 
researchers made the same 
find the same day in a field in 
Iran's Fars province. 

"It was absolute syn- 
chronicity that we all discov¬ 
ered this uncommon behavior 
on the same day," Rozen said. 

The scientists detailed 
their findings in February in 
the journal American Mu¬ 
seum Novitates.

Why calcium is good 
for your body 



You probably know that cal¬ 
cium is good for you—who 
could miss years of advertise¬ 
ments with Hollywood elite 
sporting milk mustaches? 

But in reality, you’re prob¬ 
ably murky on the details as 
to why it’s so important, and 
like most people, you’re 
probably not getting enough 
calcium in your diet. 

One reason may be be¬ 
cause milk isn’t your favorite 
beverage—whether you ’ re 
lactose intolerant or you just 
plain don’t like it. But there 
are lots of different ways to 
get the calcium you need, and 
you may be surprised how 
important it is for your health. 

Yes, calcium is key for the 
health of your bones and 
teeth, but it also affects your 
muscles, hormones, nerve 
function, and ability to form 
blood clots. Plus, research 
has shown that calcium may 
play a role in warding off 
other problems like PMS, 
high blood pressure, cancer, 
and even weight gain. 

Calcium 101 

Calcium is the most com¬ 
mon mineral found in the body 
and is required for the forma¬ 
tion of bones and for bodily 
functions like muscle contrac¬ 
tions and blood clotting. 

Almost all the calcium in 
our bodies is stored in the 
bones and teeth. While bones 
feel rock hard, they’re actu¬ 
ally living tissue that is con¬ 
stantly in flux; new bone is 
being created while old bone 
is destroyed. 

When you’re young, the 
process is skewed toward 
bone creation, and you have 
increasing bone density as 
you age, peaking at about age 
30. After that, the process 
reaches equilibrium in adult¬ 
hood. Then, as we age, the 
process can tip toward de¬ 
struction, which can result in 
less dense, weaker bones. 

So where does calcium 
come in? By having an ade¬ 
quate intake of calcium, 
you’re giving your body the 
building blocks to fuel all its 
important functions, as well 
as to knit new bone tissue. If 
you don’t get enough cal¬ 
cium, the body will “steal” 


calcium that’s stored in bones 
to make sure it has enough to 
meet the body’s needs. 

The recommended daily 
intake of calcium is 1,000 to 
1,300 milligrams per day for 
people ages 9 and up. 

But guess what? Most of 
us fall short. A University of 
Maryland study found cal¬ 
cium intake to be too low for 
most people, particularly 
young women. 

The study found the aver¬ 
age consumption in girls ages 

9 to 18 to be about 814 mil¬ 
ligrams daily. While women 
between 40 and 59 years of 
age increased their consump¬ 
tion over time, intake in chil¬ 
dren 6 to 11 years old 
dropped. 

Chad Deal, MD, the direc¬ 
tor of the Cleveland Clinic 
Center for Osteoporosis and 
Metabolic Bone Disease, rec¬ 
ommends that people take 
calcium supplements in two 
doses of 500 to 600 mil¬ 
ligrams, for a total of 1,000 to 
1,200 milligrams daily. 

The body has difficulty ab¬ 
sorbing more than that at one 
time and any excess will be 
excreted. Studies have shown 
that there is an increased risk 
of kidney stones in individu¬ 
als who may be getting too 
much calcium (called hyper¬ 
calcemia), but because of the 
way the body absorbs the 
mineral, this is a rare occur¬ 
rence, says Dr. Deal. 

10 Ways 

Mold is among the most haz¬ 
ardous household substances 
for people with allergies and 
asthma.

symptoms, such as wheezing 
or coughing, or another aller¬ 
gic reaction, such as the rash 
of atopic dermatitis or stuffy 
nose of allergic rhinitis. Sub¬ 
stances that trigger these re¬ 
actions are called allergens. 

Although there is no 
strong evidence that reducing 
damp areas in homes or lim¬ 
iting exposure to them helps 
decrease allergy and asthma 
symptoms, taking the follow¬ 
ing steps may be helpful. 

•Store fireplace wood out¬ 
side the home. 

•Clean bathtubs, shower 
stalls, shower curtains, and 
windowsills at least once a 


month with a disinfectant or 
liquid bleach. Use bleach 
with caution, because it may 
irritate your nose. If your 
nose is irritated, your allergy 
symptoms may get worse. 

•Keep the house aired out 
and dry. This may be difficult 
in some seasons and some 
climates. 

•Use an exhaust fan in 
bathrooms and the kitchen to 
vent excess moisture. 

•Use a dehumidifier dur¬ 
ing humid weather. Try to 
keep the humidity in the 
home below 50%. Molds 
thrive in higher humidity. 

•Seal off or avoid damp 


areas, such as crawl spaces, 
attics, or basements. Use a 
dehumidifier to control mold 
growth in these areas. Try to 
avoid materials that have 
been stored in these areas. 

•Remove carpeting from 
any concrete floors, espe¬ 
cially in the basement. 

•Repair any water-dam- 
aged areas from leaking roofs 
or basements. Also, check the 
areas under sinks and around 
other plumbing for leaks. 
These areas can be prime 
mold-growing areas. 

•Make sure your clothes 
dryer vents moist air to the 
outside. 

•Inspect closets for items, 
such as shoes, that may retain 
moisture. 

Because adults spend one- 
third of their time and chil¬ 
dren spend half of their time 
in their bedrooms, it is impor¬ 
tant that you take steps to pre¬ 
vent allergens in this room.

Bank agrees to forfeit $500 
million to US 


WASHINGTON(AP) - A bank 
formerly known as ABN Amro 
Bank N.V. agreed on Monday 
to pay the government $500 
million for facilitating the 
movement of illegal funds 
through the U.S. financial sys¬ 
tem, the Justice Department 
announced. 

The bank, now named the 
Royal Bank of Scotland N.V., 
helped the countries of Iran, 
Libya, Sudan and Cuba and 
banks in those nations evade 
U.S. laws, according to papers

filed in the case. All four fo¬ 
reign countries were under 
U.S. economic sanctions for 
supporting international terror.

ABN Amro was charged 
with one count of conspiring to 
defraud the United States and 
one count of failing to main¬ 
tain an adequate anti-money 
laundering program.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
The German government 
backed a $1 trillion rescue 
package for Europe’s troubled 
currency union as European 
Union officials readied tougher 
oversight over budgets and 
economies of most member 
countries in an effort to contain 
the region's troubling debt cri¬ 
sis. 

The startling size of the EU 
package, agreed early Monday, 
initially lifted the euro and 
stock markets, but by yester¬ 
day the euphoria had ebbed on 
concerns that simply making 
more loans available didn't ad¬ 
dress the crippling levels of 
government debt in countries 
such as Greece and Portugal. 

The euro slipped to $1.2670 
in European trading — down 
from $ 1.2804 in New York late 
Monday. 

Germany, Europe's richest 
nation which only reluctantly 
backed the deal, has demanded 
that Greece and other countries 
that use the euro must make 
sharp spending cuts to curb 
runaway deficits and public 
debt in return for financial 
help. 

The Greek debt tragedy has 
become Germany's burden be¬ 
cause Berlin will provide the 
largest chunk of the eurozone 
rescue package available to all 
countries if they need it — at 
least euro 123 billion — and a 
separate bailout for Greece 
agreed earlier which did little 
to halt the crisis. Germany's 
share of that is euro22.3 billion. 

The idea of shouldering the 
debts of less thrifty countries is 
unpopular with frugal German

NEW YORK (AP) - New

ATLANTA (AP)—Ever since 
they lost in the NBA Finals, 
the Orlando Magic have been 
determined to get back—and, 
this time, win it all. 

Vince Carter scored 22 
points to lead another domi¬ 
nating performance by the 
Magic, which finished off its 
second straight playoff sweep 
with a 98-84 victory over the 
Atlanta Hawks on Monday 
night. 

Orlando won the four 
games by an average of 25.3 
points—a total blowout that 
no one could have expected 
in a matchup between the 
teams that finished second 


and third in the Eastern Con¬ 
ference. It was the most lop¬ 
sided four-game sweep in 
NBA playoff history, accord¬ 
ing to STATS LLC. 

“Guys are just focused. 
It’s unbelievable to see,” 
Carter said. “This is my op¬ 
portunity for a champi¬ 
onship.” 

The Magic, who lost to the 
Los Angeles Lakers in last 
year’s NBA Finals, are play¬ 
ing better than anyone at the 
most important time of the 
season. They have won 14 in 
a row, the last eight in the 
playoffs, and 28 of 31. 

“We would have to be 


playing at our absolute, ab¬ 
solute best—like, mistake 
free—to beat that team,” said 
Jamal Crawford, who led At¬ 
lanta with 18 points. “That 
team is a great team. They 
have as good a chance as any 
to win a championship.” 

The Magic are off to the 
Eastern Conference finals for 
the second year in a row. 
They will face either Boston 
or a rematch with Cleveland, 
the team they upset for last 
year’s conference title before 
losing to the Lakers. 

Orlando barely broke a 
sweat against the Hawks, and 
Game 4 was more of the 
same. Atlanta held Dwight 
Howard to 13 points and 
eight rebounds, but the Magic 
had plenty of other options. 

“We’re playing for some¬ 
thing bigger than ourselves, 
and we’ve got to do it to¬ 
gether,” Howard said. 

Jameer Nelson was un¬ 
stoppable, baffling the 
Hawks with his now-you- 
see-him, now-you-don’t 
quickness. He finished with 
16 points and nine assists. 
Rashard Lewis scored 17 
points, knocking down four 
3-pointers. Mickael Pietrus 
scored 12 points—all of them 
from beyond the arc. 

As a team, Orlando was 16 
of 37 from 3-point range, tak¬ 
ing more long-range shots 
than two-pointers (28). Over¬ 
all, the Magic shot 55 percent 
from the field and never trailed 
during either game in Atlanta.

Federer cruises into 3rd round of 


Madrid Masters 



MADRID (AP)—Defending 
champion Roger Federer im¬ 
proved his clay-court game, 
defeating Benjamin Becker 
of Germany 6-2, 7-6 (4) 
Tuesday to reach the third 
round of the Madrid Masters. 

The top-seeded Federer 
broke serve right away and 
again to close out the first set. 
He missed two match points 
when leading 6-5 in the sec¬ 
ond set before taking control 
of the tiebreaker. 

Federer is seeking to re¬ 
gain his form on clay ahead 
of the French Open. He lost 
his first clay-court match of 
the year at the Rome Masters 
before exiting the Estoril 
Open at the semifinal stage. 

“I’m happy with the way I 
reacted after all that hap¬ 
pened in the last few weeks 
and months,” Federer said. 
“The moment the match 
started, I felt great. I was hit¬ 
ting the ball fine, and I think 
the center court here just feels 
right to me.” 

The Swiss player captured 
the Madrid Masters title last 


year, before going on to win 
the French Open and Wim¬ 
bledon. Federer will play ei¬ 
ther Stanislas Wawrinka or 
Julien Benneteau in the next 
round. 

In the first round, 16th- 
seeded Thomaz Bellucci de¬ 
feated Pere Riba of Spain 7-6 
(5), 6-1. 

Wild-card entrant David 
Nalbandian, the champion in 
2007, and opponent Tomas 
Berdych each withdrew be¬ 
cause of injuries before their 
match. Organizers did not de¬ 
scribe the injuries. 

Mardy Fish and Michael 
Russell, who lost in qualifying, 
were drafted as replacements. 

Juan Ignacio Chela, Ed¬ 
uardo Schwank, Philipp Pet- 
zschner Ernests Gulbis, 
Marcos Baghdatis, Stanislas 
Wawrinka and Victor 
Hanescu also progressed to 
the second round. 

On the women’s side, last 
year’s finalist Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki was upset 6-2, 6-3 by 
26th-ranked Alona Bon¬ 
darenko. The Ukrainian will 


play Li Na of China. 

Samantha Stosur edged 
last weekend’s Italian Open 
winner Maria Jose Martinez 
Sanchez 7-6 (2), 6-4. The 
Australian has won 13 of 14 
matches on clay this season. 

“I don’t think I could’ve 
asked for a much better 
preparation going into the 
French,” Stosur said. “To get 
at least three matches here is 
great, so everything from 
here on is a bonus. If it ends 
up being a few more this 
week, then that’s great.” 

In other second-round 
matches, Patty Schnyder ral¬ 
lied past Agnieszka Radwan- 
ska 3-6, 6-4, 6-4, and Anabel 
Medina Garrigues defeated 
Marion Bartoli 6-2, 6-0. 

Nadia Petrova stopped 
Anastasia Pavlyuchenkova 
6-2, 7-5 in an all-Russian 
match, and Shahar Peer of 
Israel and Lucie Safarova of 
the Czech Republic also ad¬ 
vanced. Andrea Petkovic 
stopped Flavia Pennetta 7-6 
(3), 6-3 in her Madrid 
debut.

Agent: Dead LPGA golfer 
was packed for tournament 



LAS VEGAS (AP)—LPGA 
golfer Erica Blasberg had her 
bags packed for a tournament 
in Alabama when she died 
suddenly at her home in sub¬ 
urban Henderson, her agent 
said Tuesday. Police aren’t 
saying how she died. 

Blasberg was scheduled to 
leave last Sunday to play a 
qualification round on Mon¬ 
day for the Bell Micro LPGA 
Classic in Mobile, said the 
agent, Chase Callahan, who 
is based in Irvine, Calif. 

Callahan and Blasberg’s 
parents, Mel and Debbie 
Blasberg, of Corona, Calif., 
began planning Tuesday for a 
memorial service in her 
hometown amid questions 
about Blasberg’s death Sun¬ 
day in her home about 15 
miles southeast of the Las 
Vegas Strip. 

“We don’t know yet who, 
what or why,” Callahan said, 
calling Blasberg’s death 
“tragic for her family, the 
people of Corona, and the 
people who knew her.” 


“Police haven’t given her 
family or me any indication 
of anything,” said Callahan, 
who noted that Blasberg’s fa¬ 
ther was also her golf coach. 

“For Mr. and Mrs. Blas¬ 
berg, her taking her own life is 
not something that’s in the de¬ 
tails that they laiow right now,” 
Callahan said. “This is some¬ 
one whose career was as im¬ 
portant to her as her family.” 

“She was 25. She hadn’t 
reached her peak yet,” he 
said. 

Blasberg was found dead 
about 3 p.m. Sunday after po¬ 
lice responded to a 911 call 
from the two-story, three- 
bedroom home Blasberg 
bought for $281,000 in No¬ 
vember 2007. 

Police have not said if 
they suspect foul play, and 
police spokesman Keith Paul 
declined again to say Tues¬ 
day who summoned police to 
the house. 

Clark County Coroner 
Michael Murphy said a ruling 
on a cause of death was pend¬ 
ing blood and tissue tests that 
could take four to six weeks 
to complete. 

She was a former junior 
golf standout, an All-Ameri¬ 
can in 2003 and 2004. She 
was the 2003 NCAA Fresh¬ 
man of the Year and 2003 Pac- 
10 Player of the Year while at 
the University of Arizona.

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Pope blames church’s own sins for 
sex scandal

LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI yesteeday 
blamed the church’s own sins 
for the clerical abuse scandal 
— not a campaign mounted by 
outsiders — and called for pro¬ 
found purification to end what 
he called the "greatest persecu¬ 
tion" the church has endured. 

His strong comments 
placed responsibility for the 
crisis squarely on the sins of 
pedophile priests, repudiating 
the Vatican's initial response to 
the scandal in which it blamed 
the media as well as pro-choice 
and pro-gay marriage advo¬ 
cates for mounting what it 
called a campaign against the 
church and the pope. 

Speaking en route to Portu¬ 
gal, Benedict said the Catholic 
church had always suffered 
from problems of its own mak¬ 
ing but that "today we see it in 
a truly terrifying way." 

"The greatest persecution of 
the church doesn't come from 
enemies on the outside but is 
born from the sins within the 
church," the pontiff said. "The 
church needs to profoundly re¬ 
learn penitence, accept purifi¬ 
cation, learn forgiveness but 
also justice." 

Benedict was responding to 
journalists' questions, submit¬ 
ted in advance, aboard the 
papal plane as he flew to Por¬ 
tugal. His four-day visit will 
take him from Lisbon to the 
famed Fatima shrine to Portu¬ 
gal's second city, Porto. 

It is not known whether 
Benedict would make further 
remarks about the scandal dur¬ 
ing the trip, but there have 
been no reported cases of sex 
abuse in Portugal, unlike in 
Malta, where Benedict met 
with abuse victims on a trip 
there last month. 

Despite the Vatican's initial, 
defensive response to hun¬ 


dreds of clerical abuse reports 
in Europe, Benedict has pro¬ 
mised that the church would 
take action to protect children 
and make abusive priests face 
justice. He has already started 
cleaning house, accepting the 
resignations of a few bishops 
who either admitted they mo¬ 
lested youngsters or covered 
up for priests who did. 

Church bells rang out as the 
pontiff proceeded through Lis¬ 
bon from the airport in his 
popemobile. Several thousand 
people lined the streets on a 
rainy day, some shouting, 
"Viva o Papa!" Some stretches 
of the route were thinly at¬ 
tended, however. 

While Portugal has not ex¬ 
perienced the surge in reports 
of abuse by priests that has 
emerged in other European 
countries, including Benedict's 
native Germany, it is facing 
similar financial problems as 
other European nations. 

Portuguese President Anibal 
Cavaco Silva referred to the fi¬ 
nancial crisis in his speech 
greeting Benedict at Lisbon's 
airport, saying the pontiff was 
visiting at a time of uncertainty 
that had tested Portugal's 
strength as a community. 

"In these times, men require 
someone bearing a message of 
hope to meet their thirst for 
justice and solidarity," he told 
the pontiff. 

Benedict, for his part, said 
the crisis demonstrated the 
need for greater moral respon¬ 
sibility in running the global fi¬ 
nancial system and noted that 
he outlined his vision for more 
ethics in finance in his 2009 
encyclical "Charity in Truth." 

He called for greater dia¬ 
logue within the financial sys¬ 
tem about ethical consi¬ 
derations. 

Similarly, the pontiff called 


for greater dialogue between 
faith and the secular world. 
Portugal is nearly 90 percent 
Catholic, but only around 2 
million of the country's 10.6 
million people describe them¬ 
selves as practicing their faith. 

As has been the case with 
much of western Europe, Por¬ 
tugal has also drifted away 
from church teaching on key 
issues. 

Portugal's center-left So¬ 
cialist government passed a 
law in 2007 allowing abortion. 
In 2008, it introduced a law al¬ 
lowing a judge to grant a di¬ 
vorce even if one spouse is 
opposed. In January, Parlia¬ 
ment passed a bill seeking to 
make the country the sixth in 
Europe allowing same-sex 
couples to marry. Cavaco Silvo 
now has to decide whether to 
veto or ratify that bill. 

In his airport remarks, 
Benedict sharply criticized 
Portugal's abortion law, saying 
public officials must give "es¬ 
sential consideration" to issues 
that affect human life. 

"The point at issue is not an 
ethical confrontation between 
a secular and religious system, 
so much as a question about 
the meaning that we give to 
our freedom," he said. 

Benedict also praised Portu¬ 
gal's Catholic heritage, saying 
it was a "great force of faith" in 
spreading Catholicism around 
the globe, from Brazil to 
Africa, during colonial times. 

Despite the country's in¬ 
creasingly secular bent, reli¬ 
gious sentiment runs deep. At 
least 500,000 people are ex¬ 
pected to attend the pope's 
Mass in Fatima tomorrow, the 
anniversary of the day in 1917 
when three Portuguese shep¬ 
herd children reported having 
visions of the Virgin Mary. 


NEW YORK (AP) - There 
were a lot of smart girls at 
Hunter College High School, 
but only one of them posed for 
the yearbook in a judge's 
robes, quoted a Supreme Court 
justice and is remembered for 
playing a tough attorney in an 
eighth-grade trial. 

Now Elena Kagan is a no¬ 
minee for the U.S. Supreme 
Court, and her classmates — 
including me — can't say 
they're all that surprised. 

"In a school of overachie¬ 
vers, Elena shined brightly," 
said Leslie Hunter-Gadsden, a 
writer and teacher who took 
Latin with Elena for four 
years. "She was always very 
focused, the kind of person 
who I thought, 'She's going to 
run something someday. She's 
going to be in charge of some¬ 
thing.'" 

Another classmate, Justene 
Adamec, recalled a mock trial 
in eighth grade in which she 
and Elena played opposing 
lawyers. Justene, playing pros¬ 
ecutor, went first. Then Elena 
presented her side, and Justene 
sought a rebuttal, but Elena 
wouldn't allow it. 

"She said I had rested my 


case and couldn't call anyone," 
Justene recalled. "We were 13!" 

Justene grew up to be a 
lawyer too, one of many ac¬ 
complished professionals in 
Hunter's class of'77. Doctors, 
professors, bankers — yes, we 
even have a rocket scientist, 
astrophysicist Laura Kay. 
Hunter was a public school, 
but it was unique: It started in 
seventh grade, we had to pass 
a test to get in, and once we 
were there, our teachers made 
it clear they expected us to live 
up to our potential. 

We also came of age in the 
1970s, as the feminist move¬ 
ment demanded equal rights 
for women and equal educa¬ 
tional opportunities for girls. 
Hunter was all-girl when we 
attended (though a lawsuit 
later forced it to go coed) and 
the single-sex makeup was 
seen as a great advantage. 

Hunter was an extremely 
diverse place, too, with kids of 
every race and ethnic back¬ 
ground, from every neighbor¬ 
hood of the city, and every 
income level, from welfare to 
wealthy — not a bad proving 
ground for a future judge to 
learn about the world.
